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Support for amendments to claim 14 appear at least in, e.g., claim 1 1 as originally filed. 
Amendments to claims 19 and 21 are made to remove reference to nonelected subject matter. 
Support for new claim 28 appears at least in, e.g.. page 3, lines 1 0-15, and page 14. line 27, 
through page 15. line 11. Support for new claim 29 appears at least in, e.g., page 15. line 31. 
through page 16, line 7, and on page 16, lines 21-24. 

No new matter has been introduced in these amendments. Claim changes are delineated 
in the appendix entitled -Version With Markings to Show Changes Made".
